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A MAN who abused and threw 
roofing tiles at an 83-year-old 
cancer sufferer has been jailed 
for almost three years. 

Damien Stockwell, of Primrose 
Hill, Haverhill, had been drinking 
heavily on March 22 before he 
arrived at the home of his former 
partner in Hazel Close that evening. 

Alerted by the shouting and banging going 
on next door, neighbour William Leather- 
land went outside to find out what was going 
on but was confronted by Stockwell, Ipswich 
Crown Court heard on Wednesday 

The pensioner was pelted with roofing 
tiles outside his home, which Stockwell had 
picked up from a nearby building site, and 
threatened him with. 

Michael Crimp, prosecuting, said Stock- 
well shouted at Mr Leatherland, “Why don’t 
you die of cancer?” 

Stockwell’s increasingly aggressive and 
noisy behaviour resulted in other neigh¬ 
bours emerging from their homes, but they 
too were met with abuse, threats and 
swearing. A woman was also struck by a roof 
tile thrown by the offender. 

Mr Crimp said: “Mr Leatherland was the 
victim of an unprovoked attack which left 
him with bruising to his arm and stomach 
after he was struck by two of the tiles which

New Menu Coming Soon 
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Go-ahead for 
new retail site 


APPROVAL has been granted to develop a 
retail park on the edge of Haverhill. 

Following Haverhill Town Council’s 
positive response last month to HPG 
Development’s plan to transform the former 
Workspace Office site into a shopping park, 
St Edmundsbury Borough Council’s 
planning committee followed suit last week 
by giving it the thumbs up. 

Town councillors had been worried that 
their district colleagues would reject the 
proposals over fears it could damage town 
centre trade. 

But Cllr Anne Gower, who represents 
Haverhill at borough level, said the Hamlet 
Green development “would actually link the 
site to the town centre very neatly and offer a 
more aesthetic appeal to the whole area.” 

The site, which has remained empty since 
early 2007, will feature 11 business start-up 
units, nine warehouses, three retail units and 
a McDonald’s restaurant and drive through. 

Plans were altered earlier this year to 
ensure only bulk goods were sold in the retail 
units and that the number of stores was 
reduced. 

Ioanna lones, representing HPG, said the 
scheme was a £12 million investment, 
including a £250,000 contribution to the 
improvement of Haverhill’s town centre and 
the creation of 250 jobs. 


Store jobs at risk 

DIY chain Focus, which has a store in 
Haverhill, has called in administrators, 
putting thousands of jobs at risk. 

The company, with an outlet on Cam¬ 
bridge Road Retail Park in Haverhill, stopped 
taking orders on its website yesterday and 
has asked Ernst & Young to act as 
administrator, saying it had no alternative 
after it defaulted on a credit facility. 

Focus, which has 178 stores and employs 
3,919 staff, is expected to trade as normal 
until an administrator is officially appointed. 

A statement on its website read: “The 
directors have sought consent from the 
business’s lenders to appoint E&Y as the 
administrators. All stakeholders including 
staff are being informed.”

Stockwell had hurled at him.” 

Mr Leatherland told police after the 
disgraceful attack that despite being 
threatened, he had been determined to 
stand up to the younger man, saying: “I’m 
old but I was angry.” 

Stockwell then lashed out at police 
officers, who had received a call from a 
concerned neighbour, on his arrest and 
continued to swear and make threats as he 
was taken away. 

Meanwhile, Mr Leatherland was treated at 
the scene by paramedics. 

foanne Eley, mitigating on behalf of her 
client, said that Stockwell’s recollections of 
that night had been clouded because of the 
amount of alcohol he had drunk. 

The aggressive episode came less than two 
months after Stockwell was released from a 
previous prison term for assault offences. 

Stockwell, who pleaded guilty to affray 
and resisting a police officer, will now serve 
the remainder of his previous sentence, 
taking him to June next year, and a further 20 
months for the latest offences. 

Judge Peter Fenn, sentencing, told Stock- 
well that the seriousness of the incident had 
been aggravated by his treatment of a frail 
and vulnerable victim. 

Speaking after the attack, Mr Leatherland 
said he had been left a “nervous wreck” by 
what happened, and felt concerned on 
hearing noises outside his home and feared 
returning to his property to find it damaged. 

Mr Leatherland said: “I’m 83 years old and 
I want to make it to my next birthday.” 

He added that the incident had impacted 
on his health, his appetite and his previously 
positive attitude.

PLANS for a major boost to 
Haverhill’s economy have been 
approved by St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council. 

The go-ahead has been given to the 
Master Plan for a 450,000 sq ft research 
park on a 30-acre site to the north of the 
town. Work could start in the next J2 
months. 

Nic Rumsey, of developers Carisbrooke 
Investments, said: “This will be a key 
ingredient in securing the long-term 
prosperity of Haverhill, creating up to 
1,000 jobs in the hi-tech industries and 
related services. 

“We are geographically close to the 
South Cambridgeshire hi-tech clusters at 
Great Chesterford, Babraham and Granta 
Park, to which many employees 
commute from Haverhill. 

“With highly favourable terms we 
expect to compete strongly with them. 
Also, our proximity to London will re¬ 
inforce the northward exodus of

companies into Haverhill, drawing hi- 
tech firms out of the capital.” 

There is local support for the research 
park, including from the Haverhill Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce. 

Carisbrooke has already created Haver¬ 
hill Business Park, which provides nearly 
400,000 sq ft of production, warehouse 
and office space to major firms such as 
Percy Dalton’s, Buildbase, Terence Turner 
Tanks, Culina Logistics, Harvester Group 


public house and an 80-bed Days Inn 
Hotel. 

The Haverhill Research Park Master 
Plan negotiations have been led by 
Cambridge-based surveyor Cheffins. It 
may also include light industrial and 
office use, with low-density development 
and extensive landscaping. 

The council has also agreed in 
principle to the inclusion of two 
elements of higher value development to 
help finance the construction of the 
research park, including eight acres of 
housing and a landmark office, hotel and 
restaurant development. 

Cheffins head of planning, Paul Sutton, 
says: “We intend to submit an outline 
planning application before the end of 
this year with the hope infrastructure 
works can start in the spring of next year. 

“With the design-and-build packages 
offered by Carisbrooke, occupiers could 
be opening their doors as early as spring 
2013.”

F amily and friends of 
a teenager who died 
from bone cancer

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A CAMPAIGNER against bus 
subsidy cuts on routes to 
Roman Catholic schools says 
Suffolk County Council’s 
backtracking on the issue is 
“not enough.” 

Eleanor Davison, of Broad Street, 
Haverhill, is a vocal member of 
Parents Against Public Transport 
Cuts (PAPTC) and has protested for 
months against council plans to 
remove financial support for pupils’ 
bus journeys to the county’s 
Catholic schools. 

Currently, Mrs Davison has had 
to pay around £780 a year for her 
11-year-olds triplets - Flora, Sophie 
and Kate - to travel to St Louis’ 
Primary School in Bury St 
Edmunds. But that could rise to as 
much as £2,300 a year is council 
support is removed. 

Councillors announced on 
Tuesday that they had revised the 
proposal after facing strong object¬ 
ions from parents, and said the 
Government had agreed to increase 
funding. 

Instead of axing the subsidy 
completely and increasing the cost 
for students over the age of 16 to 
£200 per term, there will now be a 
smaller £20 increase in the price of 
bus passes to £150 per term. 

Mrs Davison said: “I am, of cour¬ 
se, pleased that something is happ¬ 
ening about it, but it is not enough. 


“Ultimately, kids have to go 
through the whole education 
system and it is not affordable, and 
the system they are talking about 
would not continue when my 
children move to their secondary 
school. 

“It is very interesting that this 
concession has come days before 
the election. There is no guarantee 
that this will even be ratified by the 
new cabinet afterwards. Faith 
schools are in danger of being 
watered down or disappearing.” 

The announcement followed a 
six-week consultation aimed at 
finding ways to reduce the cost of 
school transport in Suffolk by 
£700,000 a year. The council rec¬ 
eived around 350 responses to the 
consultation, many of which 
expressed their concerns about the 
proposed changes. 


Simon White, Suffolk County 
Council’s director for children, said: 
“We understood very well from the 
consultation that while parents and 
carers understood the need to 
make savings, they were concerned 
about the impact of any potential 
changes.” 

Yesterday, the PAPTC held their 
most recent protest in which 
parents gathered in cars at Hav¬ 
erhill bus station before setting off 
in an 18-vehicle convoy on the bus 
route to Bury St Edmunds. 

Mrs Davison said: “The idea was 
to demonstrate the impact on the 
roads of additional cars doing a 40- 
mile-round school run at rush 
hour, which is likely to happen as 
parents choose the cheaper option 
of withdrawing their children from 
the expensive buses and drive them 
to school instead.” 


Three deny drugs supply charge

Sir, I am writing to air my frustration 
and anxiety at the bus services for 
Haverhill students attending schools 
and colleges in Bury after my son’s 18- 
mile journey home, which took 
nearly four hours. 

I would like to send a special 
message of thanks to all the cost¬ 
cutting politicians, and the directors 
and kind staff of Burtons Coaches 
and Mulleys Motorway bus 
companies. 

While they all no doubt enjoyed their 
early getaway from work for the Royal 
wedding holiday, my son and I have 
been frustrated by being unable to 
successfully contact anyone able to 
help when he was stranded at school 
in Bury after the Mulleys 4.15pm 
service failed to arrive outside West 
Suffolk College. 

My son got to the bus stop at 4pm to 
make sure he didn’t miss the bus if it 
came early, but it failed to appear. 

I received a text from him and 
phoned Mulleys. The woman I spoke 
to was pleasant, puzzled as no one 
else had called and attempted to 
contact the driver to find out where 
the bus was. When her calls were 
unsuccessful, she took my mobile 
number and promised me she would 
call back as soon as she got through 
to the driver. This didn’t happen. 

My son then tried to use his weekly 
ticket on the 5.15pm Burtons bus 
that covers the ‘same route’ and on 
which, until recently, the tickets were 
transferable. 

The woman driver on the Burtons 
5.15pm was very unsympathetic, 
more concerned with her own 
problems of being “late” than my 
son’s wait for the missing Mulleys 
bus, coupled with worry as to how he 
could get to his home 18 miles away. 
My son only had £2 left in his pocket, 
after paying £21.50 for a weekly ticket 
on his way in that morning and the 
Burtons driver refused to let him 
onboard as the single fare to Haverhill 
now costs £4. 

Neither offering his last £2 cash or 
showing a valid Mulleys ticket for the 
same route, with the explanation that 
the last Mulleys bus hadn’t appeared, 
was acceptable. She closed the doors 
and drove off leaving him alone, 
worried and angry at the bus stop. 
After being refused access to the 
5.15pm, I told my son (who maybe 
tall and adult sized - but also 
happens to have a statement special 
of educational needs) to walk to the 
bus station and suggest to an official 
that, as his only bus had failed to 
arrive, they either get him on the next 
bus or pay for a taxi to take him home 
and that, if all else failed, I would 
drive to get him as soon as I possibly I 
could, but that I would not reach 
Bury much before 7pm. 

Eventually, after much waiting and 
anxiety, and many attempted phone 
calls for help, my son was able to use 
his Mulleys weekly ticket on the 
6.15pm Burtons INS - apparently a 
subsidised special that accepts tickets 
from both companies. 

This, of course, is the last bus of the 
day between Bury and Haverhill, and 
terminates at the bus station, a mile 
and a half walk from where we live. 
After leaving college at 4pm, he 
eventually got home at nearly quarter 
to eight. 

So, to all you planners who don’t have 
to rely on the buses, please consider 
the young, the old and the vulnerable 


who need them to live ordinary daily 
lives in a semi-rural community

HOMEOWNERS are 
being warned to be on 
their guard following a 
spate of burglaries in 
Haverhill. 

lewellery, cash and elect¬ 
rical items were stolen dur¬ 
ing three burglaries which 
took place between last 
Wednesday and Saturday. 

Thieves smashed a win¬ 
dow and stole jewellery from 
a house in Waveney Terrace 
sometime between last 
Wednesday and Saturday. 

Between 11.30am and 5pm 
last Friday, an mp3 player 
and games console was 
stolen from a house in Hazel 
Close after offenders gained 
entry through an insecure 
door. 

The third burglary took 
place in Meeting Road bet¬ 
ween noon and 5pm on 
Saturday when thieves 
entered a house through an 
insecure door and stole a 
handbag. The bag was later 


found in an alleyway by a 
nearby church but cash was 
missing. 

There was also an att¬ 
empted burglary at around

officers have said. 

Advice has also been given 
for residents to use their 
gardens to protect their 
home by planting prickly 
hedges, laying a gravel 
driveway and putting up a 
“beware of the dog” sign. 

Sheds can be an Aladdin’s 
cave for a burglar so home- 
owners should keep them 
and ladders and tools sec¬ 
urely locked so they cannot 
be used to break into your 
home.

Public anger sees 
U-turn on libraries 


CONTROVERSIAL plans for 
library services to be taken 
out of county council hands 
have been dropped. 

Suffolk councillors had agreed to 
pass on the running of individual 
libraries to community groups, 
parish councils or other organ¬ 
isations. 

But those plans have this week 
been abandoned following public 
uproar. 

Protest groups claimed that the 
proposals would result in the closure 
of 29 community libraries, including 
those in Clare and Kedington, if no 
groups took over the running of 
them and filled the funding and 
staffing gap. 

Suffolk County Council’s sudden 
U-turn means the authority will 
retain ultimate responsibility for

running libraries, with community 
groups simply given the opportunity 
to help run individual branches. 

Suffolk’s libraries will be run by a 
community interest company, fully 
owned by the county council. 

But the decision does not ensure 
that all branches will remain open. 

Cllr Judy Terry, Suffolk County 
Council cabinet member for lib¬ 
raries, said: “I hope that all libraries 
will remain open and, ultimately, we 
would like to see new libraries 
created for communities across the 
county. 

“The review of library services has 
shown how much they are valued by 
their communities, but it has also 
shown that different communities 
want different things from their 


libraries and this should allow them 
to develop in different ways.” 

Over the three-month consult¬ 
ation period, which ended on 
Saturday, members of the ruling 
Conservative group at the county 
council faced unprecedented 
strength of feeling against their plan, 
with marches taking place across the 
county. 

Cllr Terry said: “I am glad to see 
how important people feel their 
local libraries are. When you look at 
how vocal people have been, you 
realise how valuable their libraries 
are to them. 

“I would much rather have that 
than indifference toward the future 
of library services.” 

The reviewed proposals for the 
future of the library service will 
become official policy if approved by 
the new cabinet next month. 


Fraud trio starting prison sentences 


IAIL terms have been 
handed to three men 
who conspired to cheat 
schools, charities and 
businesses across four 
counties. 

The men were senten¬ 
ced for their role in the 
Business Telecom Ltd 
affair, which involved the 
fraudulent selling of 
deals for telephone 
equipment worth £1.18 
million to customers in 
Suffolk, Essex, Hertford¬ 
shire and Norfolk. 


Among the victims 
was West Row Comm¬ 
unity Primary School, 
near Mildenhaff. 

Christopher Bought- 
on-Fox, 48, who had a 
£600,000 salary as the 
company’s chairman 
during the three years 
the crime took place, was 
sentenced to seven years 
in prison. 

lonathan Parrish, 42, 
sales manager, was 
handed a five-and-a- 
half-year sentence. 


Both men had denied 
conspiracy to defraud. 

Salesman Neil Deben- 
ham, 28, who had adm¬ 
itted the charge, was 
jailed for three years. 

All three have been 
barred from directing a 
limited company for 
seven years. 

David Wilson, prose¬ 
cuting at Ipswich Crown 
Court, said “dishonesty 
was endemic” in the 
company, where staff 
were pressured to tie 


people into expensive 
contracts and customers 
were lied to. 

In mitigation, the 
court heard that few of 
the customers were 
vulnerable. 

Boughton-Fox, of 
Thorpe St Andrew, near 
Norwich, has been dec¬ 
lared bankrupt and 
Debenham, of East 
Somerton, near Great 
Yarmouth, has debts 
running into six figures.

Four find hope on 
the battlefield ... 


As the emotive war drama comes to Cambridge this week, director 
David Grindley takes JENNIFER SHELTON on a tour of the battlefields in 
France that inspired him, and explains why humour will always win out, 
even in the toughest, bleakest situations. 


W HEN it came to 
gathering 
inspiration for his 
stage production of 
Journeys End, director 
David Grindley could think 
of no better place to get 
into the minds of his 
characters - four young 
soldiers struggling to cope 
with the turmoil of the First 
World War - than the 
battlefields of northern 
France. 

Touring the graveyards, 
memorials and trench systems, 
David discovered a landscape still 
scarred from the fighting that 
took place almost 100 years ago. 
Yet amidst the horror, he also 
uncovered a world of 
camaraderie, spirit and even 
humour, as warriors became 
friends and clung to humanity in 
a world of chaos. 

“I came here in 2003,” says 
Grindley as we emerge from the 
damp, oppressive darkness of the 
preserved tunnel system at Vimy 
Ridge and into the peaceful, 21st 
century sunshine. “I was struck 
by the close proximity that the 
men lived in. I decided to try and 
replicate that sense of 


claustrophobia as much as 
possible,” he adds. 

Despite the beauty and 
tranquillity of the Vimy Ridge 
site in 2011 - now green and 
leafy once more - underground, 
in the rough maze of 
passageways and cramped 
dugouts, it’s still 1917. The marks 
of frantic pick-axes in the clay 
walls remain, and an atmosphere 
of dull foreboding still lingers in 
the heavy air. Here, soldiers 
younger than me drew their final 
breaths, surrounded by a crush of 
strangers beneath foreign soil. 

“There’s no escaping the way 
the presence of the British and 
the Germans had completely 
distorted the landscape,” Grindley 
continues. “It’s all green fields 
and trees now, but you can still 
see the moguls, the mine craters 

“It ties into Journey s End in 
terms of Stanhope’s description 
of the environment he’s come to 
be in. When I went there for the 
first time I got a real sense of 
looking out at that distorted 
plateaux. It would have been a 


completely bleak, desolate and 
devastating landscape. And the 
senses would have to negotiate 
that. The smallest bit of beauty, 
be it birdsong, blue sky, beautiful 
sunlight through a trench door, 
strawberry jam... would 
become absolutely essential in 
order to maintain a sense of 
humanity.” 

Journey s End, by R. C. 
Sherriff - himself a veteran of 
Vimy Ridge, was first staged in 
1929 when the memory of the 
Great War was still fresh. Several 
generations later, Grindley’s West 
End adaptation of2004 touched 
the hearts of its audiences 
through its poignant exploration 
of the human heart and mind in 
the face of hopelessness and fear. 

Grindley has purposely chosen 
very young actors to play the 
parts of Stanhope and his men in 
order to bring home the fact that 
these boys, not long out of the 
schoolyard, are now responsible 
for making life or death 
decisions. 

But among the horror, there 
are also laughs. 


“So many people are surprised 
by how funny this play is,” he 
says. “But that’s how the British 
do it, they make light of things, 
they do the work, and they bond 
together to make the best of the 
situation they’re in.”

KENNETH Branagh returns to 
the director’s chair or a special 
effects-laden romp based on 
the popular Marvel Comics 
superhero. 

Thor is certainly his most 
technically demanding film to 
date but the miasma of digital 
trickery and pyrotechnics 
doesn’t appear to faze 
Branagh, who balances the 
slam bang thrills of a summer 
blockbuster with tender 
romance and broad comedy. 
Chris Hemsworth 
unquestionably possesses the 
imposing physical presence of 
the titular hammer-wielding god 
of thunder, who is brought 
down to Earth - literally - to 
learn about humility. 

He sensibly leaves the emotion 
to Oscar winners Natalie 
Portman and Anthony Hopkins, 
who inject passion and fury into 
a predictable narrative from AD 
765 to the present day, 
incorporating Norse mythology 
into a story of sibling rivalry. 

In the fantastic realm of Asgard, 
ruled by Odin (Hopkins) and 
his wife Frigga (Rene Russo), 
Thor (Hemsworth) is an 


arrogant heir to the throne. 

The fallen god materialises in 
the desert in New Mexico, 
where he befriends scientist 
ErikSelvig (Stellan Skarsgard), 
protegee Jane Foster (Portman) 
and intern Darcy (Kat 
Dennings). 

The spark of attraction between 
Thor and Jane is palpable but 
without his powers, the fallen 
god must face the same trials 
and tribulations as any other 
mortal. 

Action set pieces are 
orchestrated at breakneck pace 
and the digital effects are 
polished, including a terrific 
skirmish between Thor, the 


Frost Giants and a monstrous 
guardian of the frozen realm. 
The 3D format is largely 
redundant. Most of the action is 
close combat and flight 
sequences are too brief to 
warrant the increased price for 
the plastic spectacles. 

Ardent fans of the comics 
should wait until the end of the 
credits for an additional scene 
involving SHIELD agent Nick 
Fury (Samuel L Jackson) and 
an artefact from the film Captain 
America: The First Avenger, 
which opens on July 29. The 
cross-pollination of the Marvel 
Comics universe continues 
apace.

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It's time to perk up your pots 


I ’VE jet-washed my patio 
and spruced up my 
garden furniture - now, 
the only thing left are my 
patio pots, which is where 
the fun begins. 

If you’re buying new pots, 
choose the same types - a row of 
three or four large containers 
looks much better than an 
assorted mix of pots you might 
have accumulated over the years. 

Historically, annual bedding 
plants have been used to brighten 
the scene, offering a wealth of 
colour, but in recent years 
gardeners with little time and less 
money have recognised the merit 
of permanent plantings, where 
only the surface of the soil needs 
to be scraped off and replaced by 
new compost every year, rather 
than the whole planting scheme. 

More gardeners are also seeing 
the merits of evergreens, which 
add structure and form to the 
patio all year round. 

Summer-flowering bulbs such 
as agapanthus, or African lily, 
look fantastic in pots, providing a 
striking display of ball-shaped 
flower clusters in blues or whites, 
late in the summer. Use a large 
deep pot to accommodate the 
roots and grow these sunlovers by 
themselves in containers, 
preferably somewhere sheltered. 

Plant the bulbs now and you 
will have to be patient. It may

take a couple of years for the 
flowers to appear, but if you keep 
them somewhere sheltered near 
the house or under a porch during 
the winter, they should come 
back year after year. 

You may have the popular 
Verbena bonariensis in your 
perennial border, but now you 
can buy a smaller version, V 
bonariensis to enjoy the same 
clusters of lavender flowers on 
low-growing, mound-like plants. 
It’s ideal for pots, being low- 
maintenance, drought tolerant 
and good for cutting and is 
available from www.suttons.co.uk 

Ornamental grasses can also 
add movement and colour to the 
patio scene. Fountain grass, 
Pennesetum setaceum is a natural 
for containers, filling the pot with 
its arching habit and rich 
burgundy colour. 

An alternative is Imperata 
cylindrica, a slow-spreading type 
with clumps of bright green 
leaves, whose tips turn blood-red, 
followed by the rest of the leaves. 


Silvery white flowers appear late 
in summer to keep the pot ablaze. 
It likes moist, rich soil in full sun 
or part shade and will need 
mulching in winter for 
protection. 

To add structure to any 
summer pot display, add a 
tropical-looking canna or go for 
the sword-like leaved phormium 
or cordyline, although these will 
need protection in the winter. 

However, there is still a place 
for annuals, particularly for those 
who have the time to give the 
tender loving care these colourful 
summer sizzlers will need. If you 
want a blaze of colour, have your 
fill of fuchsias, geraniums, 
osteospermums and climbing 
sweet peas, but try a few new 
varieties too. 

Petunia ‘Black Velvet’, the 
world’s first black petunia, 
developed by flower breeding 
company Ball Colegrave, is 
worth a try. I started my plug 
plants off on a windowsill and 
they are already flowering. Put 
some of those in with a dainty 
white bacopa, which will trail 
over the container, and you will 
have a rather sophisticated plant 
combination which is much more 
original than the myriad garish 
colours of petunias you find in so 
many retail outlets. The new 
black petunias are available from 
good garden centres and online 
retailers.
